tlth May llMJ,. under section Id of the Act for the Protection of Ancient 
MotiumetiLs and Antiquities in the Gwalior State. The announcement directs 
that in case .in antiquity is to be acquired in terms of the above quoted section 
ol the Act and if the owner instead of accepting price for the same, 
de.sires to present the antiquity, it muy be acceirted and exhibited in the 
Archieologicai Museum with a label bearing name and idiu of the donor.

(fc) Five special albums were prepared under the direction of the 
Department for presentation by the Darbar to T.a)rd Hardtoge, 
Lord Dufferin and their party at the time of their visit to 

Gwalior. 

(1) A set of 12 printed picture post-cards containing views of 
Cbauderi monuments was brought out. 

(in) Short lecture on archaeological topics illnstratcd by lantern 
slides were delivered at the request of various Afandnl^ and 
Samajos during the Ganesti Vtsovo.

6, During the >'ear under report the Su^ieriotcndent spent 65 days in 
camp for the annual inspection of monuments already conserved, for directing 
the consery atiou works in progress and for listing monuments and for attending

7, The Offg. Superintendent also toured for 14 days tor directing and 

supervbing the works of conservation in progress. The detailed tour diary Ls 
set forth in Appendix A.

V. Cnnservatton. 

IL The work of conservation of ancient monuments was carried out 
during the year of report at Kherhal (Dist. Bhind), Padharli (Hist. 
Tomvarghar). Lashkar (Dist, Girdj. Chanderi (Dist. EsLiyarh). Badoh and 
Bhilsa (Dist. Bhilsa), Sondni fDist. Maiidasorb and Bagh (Dist, Amjhcra)» 

12. Out of a number of uon-recurring grrmts apjilied for for major rejjairs 
to certain monuments, only that for the conservation of the Bagh Caves was 
sanctioned. Out of the amount of Rs. 25,01 HI thus sanctioned for this work, 
a major fjortion w'as withheld later on and Rs, K.fHMI only ivere nllowetl to lie 
:;}x;nt in the yenr of rei^rt. I'he siuall recurring grant provided for couser^m- 
tion in the regular budget was spent on necessaiy repairs to other monuments. 

13. The list of monuments conserved and the amounts stieiit on their 
conservation are shown in .\ppendis B, while the itnjKirtant items of rejiairti 
vatrietl out :tt different monuments are given IjeloiT:— ■ 

14. Kberhat .—It is a small village 5 miles from Atcr w-hich in turn is 
17 miles by pun a road to the north-west of Bhind. About a mile and a half 
to the south-east of the village, reriched by a circuitous and rigiiiig path, in the 
midst of ravines lie the mins of some Hindu temples of the Kith centun’, chiefly 
built of bricks, stone being used for door-frames, pillars and idols of worship. 
.All except one of thc.se tenifiles has’e met with total destruction. /\ modern 
temple hii.s been constructed on the site of another ivith material taken from the 
ruins. This nioclem temple and the only surviving old temple are locally 
knoiivn Sherhadt^-fii-inata and A/respectively. These names, 
however, have no signilicant meaning, 

15. The old brick temple {Atergatic^ki-iiialit) wils conserved in the year 
of report, ft is an important monument being [jc-rhaps the only mcdtrnval 
brick temple in the Gwalior State. The exteriw of this temple is decorated 
with moulded brick work. Such old brick temples are rare not only in the 
Gwalior State hut also in other jwirts of India. 

Ifl. The chief items of cfmservalioii executed are :— 

(a) The temple and its platform were freed from the Jungle and debris 
with which they had been coverett for centuries. 

(ft) The original platform was found to have been too much disturbed 
and decayed to tje restored. It was, therefore, covered up with an earthen 
platform the edges of which were finished in sltijics. 

(r) The stone dcxir-frame which had fallen off was found buriefi in the 
adjoining ravine below. It mis taken out and reset in position, 

(rf) The floor of the interior of the temple was repsiired. The damaged 
ftedestal was rebuilt and the idol reinstated. 
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The toj) of Ujc sikhara which Ii;kI l»een damaged, was made water- 
prewf against min with :i layer of strong cement concrete. The roof of the 
shrine below the hollow of the jsiklutm was similarly treated with a coal of 
cement concrtite. 

{^t The temple is beset with nniiies on its three sides. The avnilahle 
groinxl round the temple pbitfonn ivtts levelled and detniircutcd w'ith Iwiindaiy' 

pillars. 

[g\ Some fine sculptures which lay buried in the ruins of adjoining 
temples were unearthed, cleaned and arranfjed into n sort of o|>en-nir museum 
rintnd the platfonn of the conserved temple. 

17, FaAihaX'U .—The monument repaired here is the remnant of a fine 
temple of the llHh century* A.D. The work of consen-ing this monument was 
stiirteil in V.S. (for description of the monimient see that yearns A,R. p.Hl 
find finally completed during the year under notice, 

18. The items carried out during this year are : — 

(u) The exposed top of the temple-roof wa,s made w-ator-tight hv filling 
the gaps with cement concrete and the joints with coloured country nra.vufu. 

(ipj Some of the panels over the architraves which are decorated with 
fine sculptures depicting scenes from the epics were damaged by rain-water 
Howing over them. This water wa.i diverted by providing projecting caves 
round the o|)eii ceiling on the top. 

(f) The floor of the jxirch vvas rejxiired. 

iti) A printed descriptive notice in Hindi :iiid English was put up in 
the j)orcb. 

(cj All later accretions were dismantled and the ground around wa.N 
exca\aited for cx|K>sing the plinth of the temple, and the debris was tlirown 
away beyond the temple limits. 

(/) The original floor of the main platform of the temple win? ex|XHied 
but WiW found to be too uneven and expensive to be rejxiired. It vras, there¬ 
fore, covered up with :i laver of fine earth and spread over with sand to give a 
neat appearance and proper surface for drainage, 

(^) The site was cleared and tidied up and proper drainage w;is 
|nt)xided. 

fill As the original ground level of the temple vs some feet Ijelow' the 
present surrounding ground, made up of debris, retaining walls of rubble 
masonry were built on the west and south to hold up the banks and the 
sculptures and carvings found in the debris were arranged against these walls, 

(f) The path from the lowest entrance of the )>arhi to the main gate 
Ushering into the temple comjjound was clcured and the gate was barred with an 
iron pipe in order to preveivt the access of cattle, 

ly. (ttiialior ^—'rhe building <.iujari Mahal which is situated inside the 
Gwalior Fort and is now Ijeing used for housing the Archreolt^lcal Museum 
was fitted with water pijjes at considerable cost in order to remov'e the long- 
felt want of good water supply for drinking iiur|)oses as also for the main¬ 
tenance of a [lot garden. 

tat. /.mhknr. — The monument attended to here ts the Chhalri of the late 
Mahanini Lakshmi Bai of Jhansi, which was conserved three years back tvide 
duFiunf Report for V. S, lilHii), This niomuneni lietng situated on the station 
road — the leading thoroughfare of the capital town—attracts a large number 



of Tn onflcr to make this monutncnt more iiivitini;, the nvailable 

iirea vnthm the enclosure of the monument wns converted into a modest park, 
in the yeiir of report. Writer pipe was provided both for the maintenance of 
the p<«rh as weJI mi for drinking purposes. Further, the premises were fitted 
with electnc light.s on tux, lamp^posts which the municipal nuthorities have 
kindly undertaken to light free of charge. 

V Chnnden Fort, near the mins of the 

. atikhanda Mahal, there is a small tank traditionally known jls Johar Tai, 
le Irmk IS at present itke a natural depression devoid of water and mav be 

probably a big rpiarrv pit from which stone mus taken out for building the Xau- 
fcn Hindu MahuK 


22. It IS recorded in history that during the siege of this fort b\- 
•mperor Babar. many Rajput ladies performed the grim ceremonv of Jotiar 
or self-mmolatmn tm the mh January 152W A. D,, before the Rajput armv 
undyr Medtm Rai the then Raja of Chnnden issued out for their last desperate 
battle with the Emperor's army. Tradition has it that this Johar took place 
on the banks of this tank. * 

ttl. At the mst.ance of the Home Meral«>r Sahib the Arch.'eologica! 
Hepartment proposed to commemorate this event bv the construction of a suit¬ 
able monument. It was intended in the first place to build a stone platform 
and to set upon it a sculpture and an inscription indicative of the event. It 
was ^i^ber proposed that, if funds permitted, a chhatri or canopy should be 
erected over the sGuJpturo and inscription on the jdatfom,. The proposal 
having Ijeen approved, the first j>art of the scheme was carried out in the vear 
of report. It consists of a lower platform 12" x 12' x 3' with staircises in the 
northern and southern sides facing the road and the Lank respeclivelv. The 
lower philform carries on it a smaller one fi' x fi" y 2" ir which is ultimutclv to 
be surmounted vvith the stone bearing a .sculpture and in script ion. The 
|jro]>osea chhaiti vrill lie built next 

2<i. Baiioh. This decaying village (better known to archaeologists by 
the name Baro Pathari) abounds in medi>val ruins. The following minor 
works were executed during the year in order to make up the defidencics at the 
motiun:kcnts which have l>eeii conser^-ed already :— 

(a) ^ A descriptive notice printed and framed was set up at the Gadiirmal 
temple which is the most prominent monument of the place. 

(hj Short descriptive notices engravetl on stones vi*cre set up near 
other monuments of importance. 

(cj Two big .stone figures of lions which had been picked up from the 
debris of the Gadarmal temple and set up on the platform at the time of con- 
sem ation had been dislodged owing to the sinking of the floor under their 
weight. They were reset firmly after the floor had l«eu restored. 

frlj Similarly in the group of ruins known as Dasavatar temples, a 
huge broken sculpture of Varaha picked iij, from the debris had been set up in 
dry rubble masonry. But the parts got disjointed almost every year. To 
avoid repetition of this trouble the .sculpture wa.s secured with steci cLmps aud 
supported on the back with a puixa masoniy- wall. 

•2-7, Bhilsa. —There is an ojien-air coliection of sculptures and 
architectural pieces at the Dak Bungalow. When some more sculptures tverc 
added to this collection, the wooden niiUng supjxirting and protecting 
.sculptures gave way. It wa.s. therefore, repaired and strengthened with extra 
intermediate supports of stone to uithstand the thru.st of some of the heavy 
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sculpt tires which rest agtiiost it. In so i3oing soine of the sculptures ha tu 
removed for inserting new supports. Hence the whole collection was 

re-arranged. 

^2iy, The surroundings of the Khamh Baba were further tidied up by 
dressing up the piece of ground at the end of the approach road and y re* 
placing the clumsy bm hr/ia rhahtitra o£ the neighbotiring nim tree with a neat 
platform of o masonry. 

27. Nearly alt the monuments near Bhilsa except the caves at 
Udaygiri have now lieen connected mlh metalled roads. An appTMch road 
to the caves also is under contemplation* But as the constTUCtion of t e roa 
would take some time, the existing cart-track was sfiecially repaired this year 
so as to facilitate the running of spring-vehicles during the fair-weather. 

2rt. .SoiiJm.—This small hamlet in the vicinity of Mondasor ^aiicietit 
Dasapura) is known for the famous inscribed pillars of king Yasodharman of 
the (ith centurv^ A. D. The columns which lay half buried iu the fields were 
picked up and exhibited on a masonry platform near the original site in V. S. 

The following special work was done here in the year of report. 

[n) The coping of the platform which was originally of thin slabs of 
Xeemiich lime-stone having provetl too weak w'as replaced with thicker and 
stronger slabs of Dhorra sand-.slone. The Neemuch slabs Uikeu off from here 
ivere used as uprights for encasing the plinth of the platform. 

(h) The siuTOTinding ground round the platform was overgrown with 
patches of Kiifis grass and had become unsightly. It was, tberefore, dug up 
and freed from grass, 

((:) Some of the fencing posts which had been shakened by cattle were 
reset securely and wiring was tightened. The heaps of debris near the fence 
frniti which cattle lept into ihe comjxmnd were removed. 


(^d) An approach rraid connecting the monument with the Stoow* 
Neemuch trunk road has been recently s.anctioned but as its construction is 
bound to take some time the present cart-track wns reiiaired so as to be of use to 
motorists during the fair-weather. 

(c) The sign-board at the junction was overhanletl and repaired. 


2i). Khili:hr>ir(i. — It is a smnll village about two miles north of 
Mandasor- It was one of the snbnrlw of tlic ancient town of Dasapura. Here 
stood a sundving door-jamb of a Torana gatew'ay of an uncient temple o a uL 
ihe (ith centurv' A. D., the basement of which was exposed during the excava- 
tions c»iTi«l nit =,1 the site (vide d . K. for V. S. IWJ). The pilto 
called Sravan-ki^Kawaii from a fanciful interpretation of one of the sculptured 
iianels on it. As the pillar is of considerable artistic and archaeological mterest 
and as it stood in an out of the way place, it was removed and set up in the 
Mandasor Fort with the double ]inrptte of ensuring its safety and of making it 


easily acce.ssible to viaitoifi. 

mt As it was thought advisable to commemorate the original site of 
the pillar, an inseriliwl stone tablet fixed up iu a masonry block was put up here 
iu the year of report. 

31 liagh. _^The jilace is chiefly kiio^vu for its famous Buddhist caves 

and fresco paintings, all belonging to the 5th-7th centuries A.D. It will appear 
from the -liiniuil Reports for the preceding years that an earnest attempt is 
being made for rescuing these valuable relics. As stated iu the beginning, the 
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Council of Regency sancdcmecl during the y&ir of re|K>rt Rs. -35,000 for these 
caves hut was obliged later on to withhold a major portion of the grant. 

32. Of all the caves here, ca^'e No, 4 is the luost important and at the 
same time is iu a sad condition of decay. Hence it claims urgent attention, 
though CDOStderable repair work has already- Iseen done in this cave, uiuch is 
still left to Ijc done. Consetjiicntly the grant luade available in the vear of 
rc]x>rt w-as used mainly in carryiiig out the most needful rejiatrs to this cave, 

33. Some of the im^Kirtant items of cousen'ation of the caves are noted 
Iwltiw : — 

(u) Out of the luan^- txilnmns which support the big hall of cave No. 4 
three w'ere repaired by cutting decayed jiortions and inserting new cut-stone 
masonry in their place. Five new* pillars were built in place of those which 
had fallen aivay altogether. The only surviving inner porch decorated with a 
Ijeautifu! frieze being disintegrated with cracks was in imminent danger of 
coming down, Tt w;is, therefore, supported completely bj- a frainc-work of 
heavy steel girders anrl the cracking pillars supporting the frieze ivere bound 
up with .strong iron bands. Importint fK>rtion.s of deca^'ing wiiUs of the 
cave were rejiaired by imderjiiniiing the same with ciil-stoiie ma.sonn* in 
cement. 

ih) Cave No. 5 has an inner piissage connecting il ivrth the adjoiding 
cave No, fl, 1 he latter cave has colla[iscd badly and is too dangerous to Ije 
entered. It also shelters iiatithers. In order to pre\'eijt visitors from entering 
cave No, a and also to protect cove No, b against jKinlhers or other wild animals 
through this piissage, a .strong imndxiiTed paititiou was put up at its 
iiorth-ea.st end. 

(fl) Printed and framed descriptive notices iveie set up iii the 
entr.incc of cave No, 3. 

pf) A .set of printed copies of the fresco p^iintings were hitherto ex¬ 
hibited in a show eaise without glass. To protect the prints from damage the 
show case was htted with plate glass. 

{ej .A stone panel shoiring the age and name of the monument was set 
tip near the foot of the staircase leading to the oav'ts, 

' (/) A sign-btxird engruved on a stone slab mis seHip for the guidance 
of s’isitors, on the Ilagb-Knkshi Road at a j^int where the cart-track branches 
off towards the caves,

34. .Annual clcaritnce and ]jetty rejxiirs were carried out to alt important 
groups of moiiumenUi already conserved.

(B) Listing ot Mortuments. 

rk). 'rweuty-onc monnnieiils or antiquities at eleven different pkiccs 
situated in Amjhera, Bhilsa, Esagarh, Gird and Ujjain Districts were listed 
during the year under repoii (see .Appendix C) and are briefly described 
beloiv:— 



District Amjhera. 

37. Bagh ,—This small town is alrtudy well-known for the rock-cut 
Buddhist caves in its vicinity. About a mile and a quarter to the south-east 
of the town, on n hill, is a small structural tank (kund]! with iiatiiral spring 
water locally known as Gatiga-kui. This place w:ts visited, this year in connec¬ 
tion with the question of approach road to the ca^'es proposed by the P, W. D, 

38. The top of the adjoining hill is strewn over with brick-bats and 
hence the site seems to be old. At present, however, the only monument 
standing abos'c ground is a small shrine of Siva within u few yards of the tank. 
The ruins of the shrine comprise a standing door-fraiue, Siva-lingu inside and 
some carved debris. The shrine may be conteiupioraiy’ with the Mnhakala 
temple in the ncighlxiurhood, referable to the liJth century A. D. 

District Bhilsa. 

39. Maser, —This is a small rillage situated on the slopes of a long 
isolated hill. It lies about 14 miles to the south-east of Basina, It ivas 
visited in consequence of a report of the recovery' of two pieces of a stone in¬ 
scription from the debris of a fallen house. This inscription is described 
under Epigraphy. The only other ancient relics in the locality are a few 
broken sculptures and carved debris collected on a platform in the field near the 
village. The platform might be the Isisement of rt small shrine of the 11th 
century A. D., to which the fragments of sculptures and carved debris 
evidently belong, 

41). About 3 furlongs to the west of Maser at the ffXit of the same hill 
has sprung up .snolher hamlet known as Maser Gupha. On examination, the 
so called Cuphu tcave) was found to Ise a false one because it has not been hewn 
out of the living rock. The hill here is com]x>sed of soft Kind-stone w'hich ha.s 
disintegrated ounug to natural causes into big sheets and boulders most of 
which are overhanging. One of such overhanging pieces of rock has been 
supported on a structural wall and the enclosed space hius come to be known as 
Ouplia. Tt is a work of a local .Sad/iti who became famous in the localitv about 

V 

50years back and some of his devotees settled here. The Sadbu’s chhalri also 
stands nearby. 

41. riuuui.—This is a small village atiout I'p miles north of Maser, On 
either side of the cart-track stand two stones. One of them bears an 
inscription which is now Illegible, A,s the figures carved on them are very* 
shallow, the pillars do not appear to lie very old. 

42. 5tori.—This is also a small village alx>ut 4 miles to the north-w'est 
of Sanai. Ln front of the village and beside a cnrt-track under a Pipal tree, 
stand some three safi stones, one of which is inscrilwd and bears a date V. S, 
1764. The carving is shallow and weak. 

District Esagarh. 

43. Bcfun' Kbo .—a mile to the east of Naderi village and about 
6 miles to the south-east of Chanderi lie remains of a few temples in a valley 
called Benai Kho. Much of the carved and other debris seettLs to hav'c been 
taken away and only two or three deluched door-frames of i 1th eentunr 
temples are nil that is left. 

44. Chiir Kho .—About a mile and a half to the west of Benai Kho is 
another depression or Kho in the hills through which a nala f!ows. .‘Vt the 
top of this Khc lie the ruins of a doizen shrines some Brahmanlcal and others

Jaina They are almost reduced to heaps of debris and may be assigned 
roughly to the Ifth centime A. D. 

45. D/jttfeoKi. — It is a small villafje a1x>ut 7 miJes to the south of 
Esaj?arh on the EsaKarh-Chanderi Road. It is known, chiefiy. for its large 
tank which provides a good game of water-fowl. On the outskirts of the 
jollage, overlooking the tank stands a ruined temple built in the reign of 
Dutga i^ingh a Eundela Raja of Chanderi in the year V.S. 1737 (16®.) A.D.J, 
^ recorded in an inscrlptiou set up at its entrance. The temple has no other 
interesting features. the workmanship being quite ordinarv- 

46. About a mile to the east of the village in a held, near the cauaU is 
a .step-well of about the same age ns the temple. It also needs no description, 
the only interesting feature being an in.wription iittiichcd to it which also 
refers to the same Enndela Rnja of Chanderi mentioned above. Both the 
inscriptions are described elsewhere in this report {vide Appendix D 
Nos. 5 and 6). 

47. This small village lies about two miles north of Dhafconi 
and on the same road. Almost opposite to the village and near the road is a 
Sitala Mata c/w5iftrfl on and near which lie a gnotl many fragments of sculp¬ 
tures, sd£r stones .uid memorial pillars. The sculptm4s bdong roughljr to 
11th century- templts, the raemoriivl pillars to the 13th-l4th centuries and the 
sati atones to the 18th century A. D. 

District Gird. 

48. Laji/ikor.—During the year of rcix>rt a sculpture, probabh' a 
decorative piece of a temple, was noticed lying near the Jai Vilas Palace. 
Though its provenance is not known, it is a gc^ piece of art of the 12th century 
A. D. It probably represents a flying Yaksha holding a sword in one hand 
:md an object, ptnohably a liook or bundle in the other and is adorned with a 
fine bead -dress. 

4y. In the Indergauj ward of the city is a building called Sardar Garud 
Sahib's wmfu, which has lately lieen cimverted into a hostel for the students of 
the College and High School- In the inner yard of this hostel w-hich w'as 
probably a garden, stand three Christian tombs that were hitherto unknown 
being situated inside a private residence. The inmates of the tombs were in 
the ranks of Mabaraju JiiyaJi Rao Semdia's army. 

50. The tombs are almost similar in design which consists of a double 
platform one upon the other, a tapering block of mason rj’ superimposed on the 
upper platform and bearing a tablet of epitaph , which in its turn is surmounted 
w’ith a round column at the top. In one of the three tombs, however, the last 
two parts (a block of epitaph and round column) are absent. 

51. The two complete tombs bear epitaphs from which it is seen that one 
of them is sacred to Major T, C, Inglis who died in 1867 A. D. aged 53 veara 
and the other to Captain j. H. Martin who died in 1871 A, D. nged 33 years. 
Close to or rather aitached to Martin's grave is the third tomb which has got no 
tablet. The tomb seems to have been left incomplete. 

District UJjarn. 

52. Ujiain .— A carved lintel of black trap-stone tvas unearthed this 
year in the operations of the Town improvement Trust. It was handed over to 
the Arch^logical Department and was exhibited in the collection of old 
sculptures in the Mahakal temple. 
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53, Two copper plate inscriptions said to have been found at Gaonri in 
NiirvvuhiU Jagir near Ujjain eiitne to llie notine of I he Department. Tbe in¬ 
scriptions on them have been copied and are described in detail tinder 
Efiigraphy below, 

VIII. Epigraphy. 

54, Ten inscriptions were copied or noticed in the year of refiort as 
detnited in Appendix D, Of these eight ure in Sanskrit ami two in English. 

5a. Perhaps the most im)x>rlant among the Sanskrit inscriptions are two 
frajirinent,s oF a large inscription in old Nagari characters engraved on stone. 
These were recovered froni the debris of a fallen wall of a Brahmiina s house 


at Maser a small village in the Basodu Pargann of the BMIsa District. iSec 
jj!trn 39 above). 

5(i, One of the two fragments which is evidenth' the Iiegiiining portion 
t)f the record measures JT 11^"' broad by high and contains j>ortions <if Hi 
lines of writing while the other fragment which is an intermediate prt 
measures T 8" broad by 1' 1" high and contains portions of l*i lines. 

.57, Being fragmentain' the inscription yields no complete informatioia 
about its object. The salutation to Siva with which it opens and the three in- 
trtxluciury 'icrses which are in pridse of the same (lod and his consort, lead to 
the conjecture tliat the record probably belonged to a Saivo temple. The re- 
covere<l jxjrtion does not contain iiny date, On palmognipliicjd grounds 
however it tuny be referred to about the lillh century A, D. 

58. Points of historical interest gleaned from this fragmentary record 
arc that it mentions a hitherto unknown line of kings of the Sulka or Snlki 
dynastv’. 'I'he progenitor of this dynasty was Bharadwuja by name who was 
a Tfltifi {god of death) to his foes. His son was Sri Nrisimba, who appears to 
base lietn a tributary of a king named Krishnanija at whose Ixjhest he 
tifftred !i sacrifice in the form of a greal war and worshi]iped the fire of his 
rage with ghee in the form of the bhHxl of enemies’ elephants, and who 
initiated (the wives of his enemy, a K.-ilnchuri king?’l into the voiv of widow- 
hiHxl. 'Hie name of his son was cither Kesari or Gunadhya. Among the 
contemponines referretl to tns ^'iiiiC[uished by this king) arc a T.utcsti (king of 
Gujrat) and a Kiichchhaviiha, Munj'a and Chachcha (Paramanis ?) and Hunas 
,ire also mentioned. 

59. The nc:st in imjxirtance are the two coppcr-plaie grants discovered a 
tew years ago in the digging of a well.at ttitonri village in the Xurwahal Jagir 
in the njjain District .-md they are now in the iwssession of the Jagtrdar. 
They were brought to the notice of the Depiirtment, this year, by Pandit Surya 
.Nar.wanji Vyn,s a well known astrologer and journalist of Ujjain, to whom our 


thanks are due, 

1)0. Both the inscriptions are documents of grants of villages made by 
Viikpntimja TT, the well known Paramura king, who mled in the last quarter 
of the Ulth centurt* A. D. The genealogv of the king given iu these tw(t 
Awiiments is the same as occurs in his other land grants already published. 
It mentions Krishnarajn, Vairisimha and Siyakn as his direct ;inccstor.s. The 
/arprlflj: or titles of king V.akp:ai namely Prithvi-V’allabha, Srivallablui, 
Amogha-viirsha. etc,, enumerated in other grants of this king are sjiecificd in 
these two grants also. 

Ivl, Otic of the iwo grants is engraved on one side of each of three different 
Ltipiier-plates, the size of which varies frnm 15to 15in length and from

The document 
is dated the iOlh day" of the bright half of the intercnian.' month of Ashadha 
ill the V'ikrattia year lOilw alxml H months after the actual date of the 
dunatioti and is signed, in his own hand by firi Vakpatirajn.-dev« at the end, 
’’J'he name of the Officer who issued the order (.1 fnti-ffiipakn) was Sri 
Rudmdilya, After the writing, at the Uw'er left corner of the last plate ia 
engraved a figure of (.laruda holding a seqient, 

fj'2. I'he other inscription is engraved on one side of each of two copper¬ 
plates varying from to IJv^" in length and from M'A" to 1*?^" in 

breadth, l.ike the plates tn the former set, each plate in this also bears two 
bolus for holding the seal ring which in this case also is lost. The lines of 
writing nrc 211 in number. The inscription records the grant of t!ic village 
Kajahichchhaka, in charity by- king Vakpatirnja 1! to different Brahmanas of 
different gotra.i, on the occasion of I 'iiagayaua or winter .Holstice tn the tnontli 
of Maghn in V, S. liWH (A. D. IHI). 'rhe village granted is descrilted as Idc- 
longrug to the Maddhuka fifinkh' in the thirvva-pdthiikn of the 11] jay ini 
ri,s/i4iy'ij in the Avunti-Juaiif/p/a. The grant was made white the king was 
resitliiig at I'uma-pdf/jaka. The document is dated the 13th day of the dark 
half of the month of Maghn in the Vikrauiii year BtfT, that is tu say nearly 
four y'ears after the donation had Wn fonnally' made. 

(13. '[’he various place-names mentioned in these grants are y^et to be 

identified. The inscriptions do not riimish any fre.sh infonuation of historical 
importance. But there is a striking feature about one of these plate.s. Kor, 
on the hack of it is engraved another in.st*riptif>n which though not fully 
decipherable owing to its extroiiiely oblilerated condition still appears to con¬ 
stitute quite another record by itself, dated iu V. S, or nearly a century 
earlier than the Par.imani grant engraved on the obverse. Himilnrly another 
]jlate has n short line engraved on its buck. This line is evidently' con- 
lemfjoraiy’' with the principiil record on the other face and appears to be n brief 
title of the same. 

ti4. The inscriptiou.s of Bnndelas are in corrupt .Sanskrit and engraved 
in degenerate Nagari script, tine of these is on a mined temple and the other 
on n ^aoifi in village Dhnkoni near Esngarh and refer to construction of the 
respective monuments in the reign of the liundela Raja Durga Singh (lfib3- 
IWI A. D.) of Chaiideri. 

115, The remutning Sanskrit inscriptions are on i stones and arc 
illegible owing to their worn-out condition. One of them bears the date \’, S, 
ITfri. 

db. The inscriptions in English arc merely epitaphs on tombs and refer 
to the deaths of Major T, C. Inglis and Capt. J. H. Martin of H. H, the 
Maharaja Scindia’s anny, who died in A. I>, IbllT and 1871 respecti\'ely'. 
These do not mention the name of the Ruler but in con side ralitm of the dates 
given, they lielong to the reign of H. H. the Maharajit Javnji Rao Setndia, 
Alijah Bahadur (A. D, 1843-18811}. 

IX. flumismatics. 

tl7. 'I’hree hundred iind ten silver, one hundred and seventy- 
eight copi>er and two billon (mixed metalj or 4‘J(t coins in all were examined 
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during the veiir under report. Of these, silver and copper coins were received 
ns treasure-trove finds from Mnsari (District Gird} and Piclihorc (Distnc-t 
Narwar). while the two mixed metjil pieces which art. in fact, electron casts of 
the original coins of king DalHadilya Mnktapidn (circa 7iN> A. 1),1 were re¬ 
ceived from the Secretary. Coin Committee, as present from the U- P. 
Government. 

f38. The silver find contains lil<> coins of the Miigal Emperors—Akbar, 
Jahiingir, Shiihjahan, Auraiig/eb and Murad Baksli, Being vei^* badly 
damaged they presented no ^xid or new s^iecimens. The only mint name 
traceable Wiis that of I^ihore or some of the coins, while a complete date could 
not he deciphered on luiy of them. 

119. The cojiicr hoard was still more badly mutilated as most of the 
coins were simply plain worn-out pieces of metal. T.hey are mostly coims^of 
the Scindios, These were to \k returned as the Court had decided to give 
them back to the claimant. Thus out of all the coins treated, four silver and 
two mixed metal coin-s were added to the Miiseitui collection as shoavii in 
Ap^iendix F and the rest disjxiBed of for good. For further details reference 
may lie made to Appendix E. 

X. Archsological Institutions. 

<A> Gwalior Nuseurti. 

70. Two stone inscriptions, twelve stone sculptures, two brass images, 
thirty-uinc miniature paintings, four silver coins, two .electron casts of coins, 
jive iinjiressTiius ttf t'Oi>[3vr plates or sixty-six antiquities in all were added to the 
Museum in the year under notice and are set forth in Appendix F- Chat of the 
aVwx'e acquisitltiiis, the two bmss images were purchased from the collection of 
Rai Bahadur Pandit Radha Krishna of Muttra. Two electron casts of coins 
were presented by the U. P. Govemnienl to whom our best thanks are due. 
The remaining acquisitions were made from within the State. 

71. The Gwalior Archmological Museum is now an important and 
fKipidar inHiituiion, and few of the numenius i-isitors to this cnpitul town leave 
this ])lace without seeing it. The visitors' liook kept in the Museum bears 
signatures and remarks of ajipreciaiion of about eight hundred connoisseurs 
and dilettanti from different parts of the world but in fact, the actual number 
of visitors lx?mg far greater than that noted above, since some of them cither 
do not choose to sign or being mciubers of a party leave this task to their 
secretary or to their guide, 

72. Out of this vast numher of visitors represented in the Visit Book, 
some Pin are foreigners who ciime tu India as tourists. 1he\* loetong to 
different counlrie.s of the globe such its Swiliecrlaiid, Germany (Zurich, 
Hamlnirg and Berlin), France (Paris), United States of America (San 
Franci.sco, Boston, Chicago, Brwjklyn and New York), Denmark, Elnglatid 
(IjondonI, Africa iMomJjasa), China (Shanghai) and Bahichisttin. The 
Indian visitors represent almost all the provinces of [ndiit, Burma and Ceylon 
including French and Dutch jxrasessioiis in India.

(B> Ujjaifi Museum, 

74. It will appear from last 3^ear's repjrt that a collection of antiquities 
was started for the proposed Museum at Ujjain and it was to be continued as 
the funds permit. But due to general strain on funds as stated elsewhere in 
this report nothing material could be done in this direction during the j'car. 
One stone sculpture recovered during the operations of the City Improvement 
.Scheme was, however, added to this collection, 

XI. Miscellaneous. 

75. la) Distinguished l^isitors to .V/o»iwmi’»ts.—On account of the 
sy5teni.atic efforts in the direction of advertising the imisjrtant Arehieological 
Monuments of the State, some of the groups of the monuments in the districts 
have now* lxs,'ome (jopular and the numlier of visitors to them is appreciably 
on the increase. The following nuincs ure taken from the Visitors' Book 
kept at Bagh Caves which are in the remote interior;—

7fi. Some of the important monuments such as Udaygiri caves near 
Bhilsa and the caves at Bagh badly need approach roads connecting them with 
trunk roads, proposals for which have idreiith* been made. The completion 
of these roads is IlkeK* to increase considerably the number of visitors. 

77. (h) DcjJionsfration at Bagfi (District Amjheia }.—Bagh was the 
scene of a largely attended Conference of the BhiLs and BhilaEs the pre¬ 
dominating classes of people inhabiting this part of the coiintry. They met 
here to deliberate on their edutrational and social progress under the auspices 
of the Gwalior CoV'ttmment. The Arclueologicai Department, taking ad* 
vantage of this mass gathering, govc a magic lantern show on its activities in 
the various lines rrf Archfeology and at the same tinje made an apiKid for the 
co-operation of the public. The show caused an awakening atid appesilcd 
immensely to this gathering which dispersed with hearts filled with deep love 
and regard for the relics of the past and brought to them tlic advantages of 
importance and need for Archseology. 

78. (c) of ttic Def>aTttiu*iti*s Scn'fVes.^—As stated in 

Ia.st year’s report, the Department arranged an e;!thibition with the oo-opera- 
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lion «£ the (x»nveuers of tlic 12(.h sessitm of I he Indian Historical Records 
Commission at Gwalior. This met general approbation imd iu recognition of 
this modest sendee all the mcmijers of the Dei>artment engaged in the work 
v'cre awarded in the first instance eertilicntes of merit and later on, on the 
recoiTiTiiendation of the Tn.s^iector-Genem] of Records were honoured with 
])oshak and cash reward-s on the nnspiehnis occasion of His Highness' Birthday 
Darbar. 

70, Members of the Department embrace this opportunity of humbly 
placing on record their best thanks to the ituthorities concerned for the re¬ 
cognition of their sen’iees.

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XIII. Office Library, 

85. One hundred and twenty-nine volumes were added to tie office 
library of the Superintendent of Archaeology in the year under report and 
comprise books on different subjects such ns History, Art, Architecture and 
allied subjects. Of these 88 were purchased and the rest were received as 
presents from the Government of India, Provincial Governments, Governments 
of Indian States and other private institutions to whom our thanks are due. A

86. The Department is also endeavouring to start a system of mdtual 
exchange of its publications with those bodies that have no such dealings with 
the Department uptil now.
